The w estern batteries, against which 
the m ain assault was directed, were 
badly wrecked. 
One was utterly de­ 
stro yed. 
In o thers m any guns were 
aism o unted. 
At first the Spaniards replied passio n­ 
ately and wildly, but impo teutly. Then 
mo st o f the guns were deserted.

the American side.

The w estern batteries, against which 
the m ain assault w as directed, were 
badly wrecked. 
One was utterly de­ 
stroyed. 
In others m any guns were 
dismounted. 
At first the Spaniards replied passion­ 
ately and wildly, but impotently. Then 
most of the gnus were deserted. 
Not a 
ship w as struck nor a m an injured on 
the American side. 
It is believed th at the enemy’s loss of 
life was heavy. 
As a prelim inary to the hamm ering 
given the batteries the dynam ite cruiser 
Vesuvius last night at m idnight was 
given another chance. Three 250-pouud 
charges of guncotton were sent over the 
fortifications a t the entrance. 
The de­ 
sign w as to drop them, in the bay around 
the angle, back of the entrance on which 
El Morro is situated, where it is known 
that the Spanish torpedoboat destroyers 
were lying. 
Two charges w ent through, as no re ­ 
ports were heard a peculiarity of the 
explosion 
of 
guncotton in 
water. 
W hether the destroyers were demol­ 
ished is not know n, but the destructive 
area of guncotton is large, and it would 
not be surprising if it is subsequently 
ascertained th at one or both were de­ 
stroyed. 
The th ird charge exploded w ith ter­ 
rific violence on Cayo Smith. 
From w here the fleet lay the en­ 
trance to th e harbor looked, in the 
black night, like a door opening into 
the livid fire of a titanic furnace.

IT.-—The brick fort and earthworks at 
Caimanera, at the end of the rrilroad 
leading to the city of Guantanamo, were 
demolished today by the bombardment 
of the Texas, Marblehead and Suwanee. 
The warships epened tire at 2 p. in. and 
the bombardment lasted I hour aud 30 
minutes. 
The Spaniards fired five shots, which 
did no damage, 
During the afternoon a half starved 
and ragged Spanish soldier crawled 
into the camp and gave himself up. 
He said he expected to be shot, but he 
would gladly die if they would only 
give him food and water. 
He had had 
neither for 48 hours. 
He reported th at there were 2,000 
Spanish soldiers half 
starved who 
wanted to give themselves up, but that 
they believed they would be killed by 
the Americans as soon as they were 
once in captivity. 
The Spaniard was 
given a good dinner and some clothing 
and was then taken on board th# M ar­ 
blehead. 
He declared that he would 
gladly go back aud rei>ort to his com­ 
rades, but that they would certainly 
shoot him. 
He is now held as a pris­ 
oner on the Marblehead. 
The M arblehead’s little steam launch 
cleared out a detachment of Spanish 
bushwhackers this afternoon, aud es­ 
caped w ithout the loss of a man after a 
hot engagement of a quarter of an hour. 
The launch had been dragging the har­ 
bor near the fort for mines, had found 
one and was towing it back to the 
Marblehead, wheu the enemy, concealed 
iu the bushes on the shore, opened a 
hot tire on t he five men iu the launch. 
The launch headed toward shore and 
Degan banging away, but the bow gun 
finally kicked overboard, carrying tile 
gunner w ith it.

The western batteries, against which 
the main assault was directed, were 
badly wrecked. 
One was utterly de­ 
stroyed. 
In others many guns wrere 
dismounted. 
At first the Spaniards replied passion­ 
ately and wildly, but impotently. Then 
most of the guns were deserted. Not a 
ship was struck nor a man injured on 
the American side. 
It is believed that the enemy’s loss of 
life was heavy. 
As a preliminary to the hammering 
given the batteries the dynamite cruiser 
Vesuvius last night at midnight was 
given another chance. Three 250-pound 
charges of guncotton were sent over the 
fortifications at the entrance. 
The de­ 
sign was to drop them in the bay around 
the angle, back of the entrance on which 
El Morro is situated, where it is known 
that the Spanish torpedoboat destroyers 
were lying. 
Two charges went through, as no re­ 
ports were heard a peculiarity of the 
explosion 
of 
guncotton in 
water. 
Whether the destroyers were demol­ 
ished is not known, but the destructive 
area of guncotton is large, and it would 
not be surprising if it is subsequently 
ascertained that one or both were de­ 
stroyed. 
The third charge exploded with ter­ 
rific violence on Oayo Smith. 
From where the fleet lay the en­ 
trance to the harbor looked, in the 
black night, like a door opening into 
the livid fire of a titanic furnace.

W a sh in g t o n , June 17.—The navy 
department has now completed its ar­ 
rangement of the Atlantic and gulf 
coast patrol and stretching from East­ 
port, Me., around to New Orleans, 
there are no less than 40 auxiliary naval 
craft, including swift yachts, recon­ 
structed single-turret monitors of the 
Civil war, tugboats, ferryboats and not 
a few large and well-armed merchant­ 
men. 
These 40 ships are disposed at 
the several large coast and gulf cities, 
while IOO miles or more seaward an 
outer picket line is maintained by four 
of the larger and more effective war­ 
ships of the San Francisco class. 
One of these outer pickets is main­ 
tained as far north as Nova Scotia and 
the southerly picket .is off the eastern 
coast of Northern Georgia. 
The largest 
number of defense vessels is ab New 
Y'ork city, the commerce requiring pro­ 
tection being greatest at that point. 
Boston, Charleston and all other coast 
points have their share of tho auxiliary 
craft, making as a whole a naval patrol 
considered adequate for any emergency 
in protecting our eastern aud southern 
coast line.

The Marblehead’s little steam launch 
cleared out a detachment of Spanish 
bushwhackers this afternoon, aud es­ 
caped without the loss of a man after a 
hot engagement of a quarter of an hour.

of the Merrimac are in prison. 
The western batteries, against which 
the main assault was directed, were 
badly wrecked. One was utterly de­ 
stroyed. 
In others many guns were 
dismounted. 
At first the Spaniards replied passion­ 
ately aud wildly, but impotently. Then 
most of the guns were deserted. 
Not a 
ship was struck nor a man injured on 
the American side. 
it is believed that the enemy’s loss of 
life was heavy. 
As a preliminary to the hammering 
given the batteries the dynamite cruiser 
Vesuvius last night at midnight was 
given another chance. Three 250-pouud 
charges of guncotton were sent over the 
fortifications at tile entrance. 
The de­ 
sign was to drop them in tile bay around 
the angle, back of the entrance on which 
El Morro is situated, where it is known 
that the Spanish torpedoboat destroyers 
were lying. 
Two charges went through, as no re­ 
ports were heard a peculiarity of the 
explosion 
of 
guncotton in 
water. 
Whether the destroyers were demol­ 
ished is not known, but the destructive 
area of guncotton is large, and it would 
not be surprising if it is subsequently 
ascertained that one or both were de­ 
stroyed. 
The third charge exploded with ter­ 
rific violence on Oayo smith. 
From where the fleet lay the en­ 
trance to the harbor looked, in the 
black night, like a door opening into 
the livid fire of a titanic furnace. A 
crater big enough to hold a church was 
blown out of the side of the Cayo 
Smith and was clearly seen from the 
ships this morning.

Camp M cO alla, Guantanamo bay, 
June 15, via Kingston, Jamaica, June 
17.--The brick fort aud earthworks at 
Caimanera, at the end of the rf Broad 
leading to the city of Guantanamo, were 
demolished today by the bombardment 
of the Texas, Marblehead and Suwanee. 
The warships epened fire at 2 p. in. and 
the bombardment lasted I hour aud 30 
minutes. 
The Spaniards fired five shots, which 
did no damage, 
During the afternoon a half starved 
and ragged Spanish soldier crawled 
into the camp and gave himself up. 
He said he expected to be shot, but he 
would gladly die if they would only 
give him food and water. 
He had had 
neither for 48 hours. 
He reported that there were 2,000 
Spanish soldiers half 
starved who 
wanted to give themselves up, but that 
they believed they would be killed by 
the Americans as soon as they were 
once m captivity. 
The Spaniard was 
given a good dinner and some clothing 
aud was then taken on board th# Mar­ 
blehead. 
He declared that he would 
gladly go back and reixirt to his com­ 
rades, hut that they would certainly 
shoot him. 
He is now held as a pris­ 
oner on the Marblehead. 
The Marblehead’s little steam launch 
cleared out a detachment of Spanish 
bushwhackers this afternoon, aud es­ 
caped without the loss of a man after a 
hot engagement of a quarter of an hour.

General Garretson, while he has no 
direct orders to move, has been informed 
today bv the war department to hold 
his command in readiness. 
The three regiments are almost en­ 
tirely equipped. The Eighth Ohio needs 
only 42 shirts to have the full equip­ 
ment. 
For the newly arrived recruits 
mess utensils, shelter tents, blankets and 
pouches arrived late this afternoon. The 
Illinois recruits have not yet begun to 
arrive. They will meet their regiment 
a t Fernandina. 
Some of the Sixth 
Massachusetts recruits will do the same 
thing. 
The Sixth Illinois was to have been 
inspected Tuesday, the Eighth Ohio 
'Wednesday 
and 
the 
Sixth 
Massa­ 
chusetts Tuesday of next week. The 
First brigade regiments will now be 
skipped, and these three commands will 
come under the inspector’s eye tomor­ 
row and Saturday. 
By the first of next 
week the brigade will be on its way to 
Fernandina, as has been exclusively 
foretold in the Dispatch. 
There is great good fellowship be­ 
tween the throe commands, and they 
are the best drilled in the camp. The 
quartermaster has orders to rush supplies 
to the Thirty-third and Thirty-fourth 
Michigan regiments as soon as Garrett- 
eon’s brigade is provided for. 
As a result of this latest development 
the practice march of the Eighth Ohio 
has been abandoned. 
Colonel Hard, 
w ith his scout, Lieutenant Ned Brosins, 
of Company K, were calced before Gen­ 
eral Batler, of the First division, this 
morning. The idea of the march and 
bivouac was explained, and the scout 
showed his field maps made on the trip. 
y General Butler told the colonel to post­ 
pone his trip, and he will send Lieuten­ 
ant Brosins on another trip to the north 
bank of the Potomac.
